INSANE ASYLUM MUST 
SOON BE ENLARGED. 


Testimony Showed That Bevan's Brain 
Was Normal, but the Coroner 
Ruled He Had Nothing to Do 
With That Question.

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The foregoing is. the verdict recorded in 
the Coroner's office in the case of Benjamin 
EF. Bevan, who died at the City Insane Asy- 
lum Wednesday, presumably from injuries 
inflicted by William Kermis, another in- 
mate of the institution. 

The-Coroner’s investigation revealed two 
serious conditions in existence at the asy- 
lum, 

First—That the force of attendants {fs in- 
adequate to such an extent that patients 
cannot receive necessary attention. 

Second—That the asylum is so crowded 
that there is great lack of room; that it 
is frequently necessary to lodge a dozen or 
more Viglient patients in one room, 

The Coroner did not enter into a d'secus- 
sion of Bevan’s probable sanity, a question 
that Was reised by the statement of Dr. 
Neitert, the post-mortem surgeon, who pro- 
nounced Bevan’s brain normal, on gross 
inspection. 

“We are only to determine what killed 
Gevan, and that is the @xtent of our inves- 
tigating jurtsd.ction,”’ d the Coroner. 

The evidence was somewhat conflicting. 

Dr. Runge, the asylum superintendent, re- 
iterated his original statement that he ‘had 
heard no complaini of illness from Bevan 
and that on the evening before his death 
Levan was able to eat a hearty supper, and 
was in the same condit.on in every par- 
ticular as he was three years before. He 
explained that Bevan had no mentaiity at 
all. He had had a slight attack of 
diarrhea about two weeks ago.’ 

At the close of his evidence Dr. Runge 
made ‘the declaration that his administra- 
tion is handicapped by lack of help. “I 
‘could préfitably have my force doubled, es- 
| pecially the n ght force,’’ said the doctor, 

“and even then there would: be plenty of 
work for all.’’

Wilder sets forth that it is easy 
to secure the brains of criminals, ignorant 
lor insane,persons, but these are of degener- 
‘ates and *¥insuitable for the work of exper- 
iment. With the advance of sclence brains 
developed beyond the average have become 
absolutely necessary. The request is ac- 
companied by a blank bequest containing 
a clause by which the legacy becomes void 
if the near relatives of the deceased ob- 
ject seriously. 

The paper has been crculated principally 
‘among the students and former 
of the institution, 
some feature Is meeting with surprising 
success The names of those who have 
signified their intention to give Cornell 
their brains when through with them are 
kept a secret. A memorandum of all the 
bequests Is on file and when one of the 
persons dies the family ts quietly notified 
(and the brain removed. 

In many cases the necessary organ can 
be transferred without the knowledge of 
anyone but the undertaker and the imme.- 
diate friends of the family.

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Attorney-General Crow Files 
a Petition. 


WANTS A CHARTER 
NECLARED VOID. 


STRONG ALLEGATIONS AGAINST 
THE RIPUBLIC REAL FS- 
TATE COMPANY. 


MARSHALL BROTHERS 
GOT THE USUFRUCT. 


Charges That They and Others Com- 
bined to Borrow Money on Insuf- 
ficient Security Under Cover 
of a Charter. 


Attorney-General E. C. Crow filed a pe- 
tition in the St. Louis Court of Appeals 
Friday morning asking that the franchise 
and charter of the Republic Real Estate 
and Investment Company be revoked. 

The petition recites that John S. Free- 
man, William Boyer and T. J. Delaney, all 
of St. Louis, were the incorporators, and it 
was claimed that the capital stock of $10),- 
000 was fully paid up. This, the Attorney- 
General claims, wes not the case. 


The petition furthtr relates that John 8S. 
Freeman went to Crawford County, Mo., 
where he purchased 1000 acres of land. He 
also bought eertain property in Si. Lou's 
and deeded it all to the R public Real Ex- 
tate and Investment Company. For this 
800 shares of the company, valued at $58,00, 
were issueé@ to him. 

The petition alleges that the land bought 
in Crawford County was practically wor: 
less. That it had been sold for taxes and 
was worth not to excerd $1 per acre. The 
petition adds that the St. Louls property 
deeded to the company was worth less 
than $1.000 and was heavilv mortgaged. 

It is alleged In the petition that 100 shares 
valued at $100 each were issued to William 
Bower and a like amount to T. J. Delaney. 

And it is claimed this stock was issued 
without any consideration being paid. 

Then the petition makes the startling 
statement that the organization of the Re- 
public Real Estate and Investment Co. was 
a scheme whereby one A. G. Marshall and 
his brother, whose first name is not given, 
could raise money unlawfully. 

The petition alleges that the Marshalls 
held managing offices in certain building 
and loan associations. Among such asso- 
clatfons are the Guaranty Loan and Sav- 
ings Association and the Republie Building 
— Luan Association, both of Springfield.

The petition states that Stephens, tn the 
name of the Republic Real Estate and In- 
vestment Co. borrowed $6000 from the Guar- 
anty Loan and Savings Association and 
$6000 from the Republic Building and Loan 
Association, giving as security mortgages 
on the property he had turned inte the 
Republic Real Estate and Investment Co 
The Marshalls were the managing officers 
of the associations from which the money 
was borrowed.

Ali night the local miners, reinforced by 
brother miners from other towns, armed 
with Winchesters, shotguns and rifles, pa- 
raded the streets and in some cases were 
in ambush on house tops and in alleys 
awaiting the coming of the blacks from 
' Spr'ngside and Penwell stockades, who had 
(announced their intention of mare hing into 
the city and driving out the whites. But 
the deputy sheriffs were successful in keep- 
ing the négroes under control and within 
the stockades. Many shots were fired in 
the vicinity of the mines throughout the 
night, but with what results could not be 
‘ascertained. 

In response to Sheriff Coburn’s urgent ap- 
peal Battery Boef Galesburg and two com- 
panies of Hamilton’s Sons of Veterans are 
on the way here, expected to -arrive at 
noon, They ‘are, By the Governor's in- 
structions, to protect the lives of citizens 
and their property, but under no considera- 
tion to assist the mine-owners in operating 
the mines with imported labor.

Back of Minturn to the heads of Willow 
and Two Elk, the country is devastated, 
little remaining to feed the flames. From 
Hoosier Mountain the wind has driven the 
fire to the edge of Gypsum Creek. The 
eettlera of Upper Gypsum, Gannon, Collins 


and others are fighting desperately to save | 


their homes and stop its passage across 
into the magnificent forests of West Brush. 
If it gets into Brush the finest body of 
timber in the State t#@ gone. No loss of 
life has been reported, but several people 
have lost their homes and their. crops. 

All the game is leaving the couatry, ¢s- 
caping the smoke and heat of the D.azing 
woods. 

Diapatches received here say that Whey- 
if Peak, between North and Middle 
’"ark, is now a mass of flames and it Is 

reatly feared that they will extend to 
Poth of those beautiful campin rounds. 
The fire has already cut a swat 5 miles 
long, from the Grand River almost to Dil- 
lon, in Summit County. The width is as 
yetunknown. Kremmling, in Grand Coun- 
ty, had had a narrow escape and the danger 
is not yet enttrely over. 

The fires in the vicinity of Oura 
as bad as for several days previous, but 
the vapeee  Nan | embers may be fanned into 
an pores conflagration by the slightest 
wind. 

The fires around Aspen are working down 
the mountain side toward town, although

sumed everything that will burn on the 
mountain sides. 

On the south elde of the Rio Grande 
from Minturn to Glenwood, the railroa‘ 
men report a eteady blaze of fire plainly 
visible from the smaller valleys. Many 
ranches have been abandoned. 

There appears to be no hope of a cessa- 
tion of the conflagration except by a very 
heavy rain or a demolition of the timber 
by the destroying element. 

J. 8S. Swan, Game Commissioner, states 
there is no doubt but that the fires 
caused by carelessness of the campers and 
people generally during a season of ex- 
ceruonal dryness.

‘James E. McGuire, is a youth only 18 
years of age, who has been to the Kion- 
, dike, 

He comes back with both feet gone. With 
this lesson of hardship and suffering be- 
fore him, he is going back again to this 
land of everlasting ice—and gold. Here is 
his etory: 

“I started from Chicago for the Klon- 
dike July 4, 1897, with James B. McGuire, 
/my uncle. I went by the way of Seattle 


'and thence to Dyea, which I left about 
‘June 25, to foot it over the trall. We ar- 
‘rived at Lake Bennett about Aug. 1, and 
strated down the river on the same day, 
landed at Dawson Aug. 16, and prospected 
the country all around” We started out 
from Dawson Oct. 28, on account of the 
grub scare—food had become scarce. We 
went up the river on the ice. 

“It was on this trip that m 
frozen. It was on Nov. 27. e had been 
on the traila month. While sitting by 
camp fire drying some moccasins, fell 
/asleep, and when I woke up I found my 

feet frozen. It was 6 degrees below zero. 
|] did not have my feet thawed out then, 
| as we had to go on traveling, and to have 
/ done so nous have prevented us from go- 
ing right along. 

Br stumped along the best I could with 
my feet frozen solid, and finally arrived at 
Five Finger Rapids Dec. 3, where arrange- 
ments were made with a Seattle party to 
stay with them for the winter, as I could 
not do any traveling for some time after 
having my feet thawed out. They sent for 
a doctor. a distance of 3 miles. It took the 
doctor four days to get to me, and the 
'thawing out of my feet took from 6 o'clock 
in the evening till 2 o’clock the next morn- 
| ing.

my uncle, after making 
arrangements to stay with me there, had 
| finally to go on forward, owing to the 
‘growing scarcity of food. He did not de- 
eert me, as some papers falsely stated. He 
is not that kind of a man. He was com- 
pelled_ to go away for the sake of those 
who were left. 

“After I had lain unconscious for four 
days the doctor finally arrived. During 
these four days my companions, thinking it 
all for the best, and kindly anxious to re- 
Hieve my sufferings, did the worst thing 
they could do—put hot stones around my 
feet. They thought they were doing right. 
but it had the effect of destroying my feet 
and rendering their amputation necessary. 

“There was nothing left for the doctor to 
do bat cut them o when he got there. 
Before he got through with amputating 
them his chloroform gave out, and I came 
back to consciousness while he was still 
engaged in sawing them off. fter such 
an experience a sick man generally wants 
some delicate food. We had none—nothing 
but bacon and beans. 

“In two months I was well and up and 
as strong as ever, but I had lost my feet. 

Was as strong as any man before then, 
had carried from 100 to 125 pounds 
along the trail. May 8 I started for Daw- 
son and stayed there till June 26. Then 
I came down the river by steamer to St. 
Michaels, and there took the steamer St. 
Paul for San Francisco, where I got my 
artificial legs. Then I came on to Chicago.

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 30.—The biggest 
monolith ever quarried in the United States 
will mark the lot of John D. Rockefeller in 
Lakeview Cemetery. The monument will 
be studiously plain, but it wl attract great 
attention from its mammoth sige. It will 
be erected In November by Joseph Carabel- 
li, who has been awarded the contract. 

The cost of the monument is stupengous 
and the cost of preparing for ite erection 
will run into thousands of dollars.

The monument will be 6 feet high from 
the base tothe tip. It will be 16 feet square 
at the base. It will be located on the same 
ridge as the Garileid\ memorial and wiil be 
the center of a circle of vaults which con- 
tain, or which will contain, the bodies of 
the Rockefeller family members, 

The base itself is 10 feet high. The single 
stone that eurmounts it is & feet high. It 
has been dressed at the quarry at , 
Vt... and it is the largest stone which can 
be shipped by rail without straining bridges 
and demoralizing roadbeds, 

Special tars of extraordinary. strength 
have been constructed to convey this mon- 
ster stone to Cleveland, and the bridges 
over which these cars will will be 
$porougaly inspected before the cars cross 

em. 

The stone will arrive in Cleveland about 
Oct, . Only One obelisk in the United 
States surpasses the Rockefeller etone in 
size and weight. That is the Egyptian 
obelisk in Central Park New York. 

This stone is 19 feet taller than the one 
bought by Rockefeller. The Rockefeiler 
monument will be almost void of ornament. 
On the second base the word “‘Rockefelier’’ 
will appear in raised letters, In awarding 
the contract Mr. Rockefeller sald: 

“I don't want the monument to attract 
much attention.’’

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Emperor of China Grew Too Progres- 
sive When He Appeared in 
European Costume and Con- 
sequently He Has 
Been Depcsed. 


PEKIN, Sept. 27, via Shanghai, Sept. 30.— 
The developments of palace affairs confirm 
the belief that the Emperor, by the radical 
reforms which he had decreed, prepared 


himself for the blow struck by the Dowager 
Empress. The successive edicts furnish-a 
liistory of the trend of affairs. The Em- 
peror’s chief advisor, Kang Yuwei, ob- 
tained unbounded influence over him and 
inspired the reforms. The official classes 
opposed him, and consulted the Dowager 
Empress as to’ means for nullifying these 
reforms. 

The current story is that the immediate 


‘cause of the Emperor's downfall was that 


he appeared one day in European clothes. 
This offense, it appears, was aggravated 
‘by the arrival in China of the Marquis Ito 
the Japanese statesman, which alarm 
the palace officials, as foreshadowing Japa- 
nese influénce in the Emperor's councils. 
Thereupon the Dowager Empress acted 
with wonderful promptness and deposed 
her nephew before the Pekin people were 
aware she had left the palace. Kang Yu- 
wel, foreseeing trouble, fled two days be- 
aor the crisis. His followers were arrested 
o-day. 

Hsuying K-Ouel, whose dismissal from 
the Chinese Foreign Office wae secured by 
the British Min'‘ster some time ago on the 
ground of bad faith, has been reappointed. 

The announcement of the Emperor's 
death is-expected soon. and the Dowager 
empress is likely to appoint a figurehead 
as his successor, retaining the real power 
herself. 

One report says the Empress has strong 
views regarding Russia’s aggression in 
Manchuria, and that though she is likely 
to restore Hung Cha to power, she is 
a likely to countenance his Russian jean- 
ngs.

SOWING PANSY-SEED. 


During early October is a good time for 
sowing pansy seed for next spring's supply 
of plants for bedding out. The reason for 
fall sowing out of doors is that the planta 
are not then subjected to the hot, drying 
influences of the house, which are so likely 
to bring on red spider and other troubles. 

Prepare a bed of very rich, porous loam 
on a well drained location, Placé over it a 
frame to be filled with forest leaves as a 
protection to the little plants over winter. 
After sowing the seed in the sift a 
very light covering of soil over the seed, 
merely enough to hide them. During the 
process of germination never allow the bed 
to dry out, as moisture is essential to per- 
fect germination of any seed. 


As severe weather appreéches cover the 
bed with a few inches ter of some 
sort, forest leaves being réferable, At 


the proper time in the spring the seedlings 
may be pricked out of the soil in the seed 
bed and transferred to the bed in which 
they are to bloom.—October Woman's Home 
Companion.
